PUBLIC SCIWOLST REPORT. 



The animal report of the Suporiu- 
tendent of Educiition was issued yes- 
terday. It is a tart, somewhat spite- 
ful and decidedly egotistical effort. He 
complains that his efforts to "improve 
tbe preyioasly.existlpg state of things" 
have mot'witn'"strenuous and deteriiiiu- 
ed "^opposition from somo qaartor or 
other, and not loss from teachers than 
from others." Ho deals heavy slaps at 
his predecessor, referring to the "free- 
dom and latitude" allowed "under the 
former reg^mbjfyindtjS, ^Wgh .he,^,toQ,; 
was a teacher; accuses the teachers of 
opening and closing the- schools when 
they pleased; says that annual reports 
wero full of inaccuracies; that teachers 
still manifest great reluctance to make 
corrections, and that he "cannot forbear 
from' saying that the utmoat. careless 
ness and indifferonco exist among 
teachers aslto whether tho. statistical 
and other'inforniation they supply is at 
all accurate, and if their zeal educa 
tionally is to be gauged by tlio amount of 
it they disi)lay in their communications 
withjJihae^«»^on.9ffieP,-|U^ - Prqv 
has ^nee3'*to^]eman'd 'Sf ■ iW' eervanta 
thorough reformation in both." After 
reading this pliillipic ono looks in 
vain for the fruits of the reforma- 
tion which Mr. Mackenzie pro- 
mised • on taking office. Ho haa 
nowj'Oocupiedi the poBition for many 
months and the teachers are sti'l as 
stiff-necked, as obdurate, and as indif- 
ferent as ever. Worse than all, they 
communicate — actuallv liave the auda- 
city to send communications to tho 
Education Office, coniplainin!?, perhaps, 
of coarseness or brusqueness towards 
thorn jiy . some high-toned otlicial. 
Squeeirs" stooil aghast when the poor 
lads revolted-'-agaihst .their matutinal 
dose of brimstone and molasses. Why 
should not our Superintendent apply 
the birch (tiguratively) to those teach- 
ers who muy complain of ill treatmont 
and disco.urtesey ? The enrolled 
Bcl o'. r8!iip" '^i^ ' 2,301, with a daily 
average 'attendance of 1315.9, a 
falling off of about 80. He complains 
of the sharp critifisra his first report 
met with, but we observe that he does 
not repeat in his present report his 
recommoudatipu to abolish the high 
school. Perhaps the critici.iui cured him 
of that heresy. He now proposes to in 
troduce into the high school drill in- 
struction and to provide tho lads with 
uniforms. The Superintendent ad- 
vises the "docking" of teachers' sal- 
aries for holidays. A considerable 
portion of the report is occupied with 
recommendations as to holding examin- 
ations, which briilgs. us again to the 
point that the Superintendent has not 
himself submitted to an examination 
We are sorry the Government did not 
peruse the report before it went to thfi 
printer. " The attacks on the teachers 
should not have been allowed to ap 
pear, because tho^ offer a wholesale 
insult to^^ large,'' Tespeotablo and pains- 
taking class ofit^or^community. The 
charges he ))referslare.so serious that 
a Parliamentary enquiry would seem 
to bo necessary. 

THE BARREN SPEECU. 



"Nothing from nothing and nothing 
remains." The address in reply to the 
speech was passed by the House nem 
con. jCbg J.e^der of the Opposition de 
clared that he intended to treat the 
documeritj-which by courtesy was called 
"a speech," with silence, and imme 
diatel}' sat down. Tho Premier, who 
had evidently come prepared for an 
overhauling, which his conscience must 
have informed him he richly deserves, 
was completely taken by surprise, and 
rose in hot indignation to reply. After 
attempting a feeble joke and complain- 
ing of the "barbaric" lone of provin- 
cial journalism (to which we refer 
elsewhere) he sat down with an air of 
disappointment. Mr. FEnGUS0>f, tho 
new member for Cariboo made the 
mostj,of,< nothing in a neat speech in 
moving'tlie' address. He gives promise 
of great usefulness. The speech 
was '• treated rightly. If it was 
not an insult to the intelli- 
genoe of honorable members to place 
before them a paper so barren of re- 
sources it pressed very closely upon one. 
The Government have now no ex 
CU8B for hokling back their schemes — 
if they have any' worth entertaining. 
Should they falter or try to "hark 
back" they must be spurred on to their 
duty by thp.. .independent members. 

LICENTIOUS JOURNALISM. 



Some people will say "it's the pot 
calling the kettle black;" others will 
assert that it is another case of "Satan 
rebuking sin." But we sa* that it is 
right and proper and the correct thing 
generally for the Attorney General to 
denounce licentious journalism and 
grossly personal aiid untruthful attacks 
on political opponenti5. In th". whole 
course of a journalistic experience ex- 
tending over thirty years we have never 
met \|iti|i', a more inoffensive, delicate- 
minded and considerate gentleman than 
the first Mini.ster of tho Crown, or 
one more careful to say nothing that 
■would wound the feelings of an oppon- 
ent, or damage his reputation or lower 
him in the eyes of his fcillow-citizens. 
He has not sustained with tho Gov- 
ernment patronage an . organ that as- 
sailed" "'the rupiitatiqn „ .of . ladies, 
and puhlished a respeciable' house as a 
house of ill-fame. He would have 
scorned to have the support of a journal 
whose ribaldry has been |)resented by a 
grand jury, and condenmcd by a. pet- 
tit jury. No! Nol.„.No! ' Mr. 
Walkem is right i/e' bf "'iill men is 
the proper ■ person to rebuke ofieri- 
<e8 against good manners, whether 
they crpp out as a "relic of barbarism" 
in a newspaper, loll 'upoti,a.jeat in the 
House, or stale across a pabhc plat- 
lorm.

Editor Coloxist. — Sir: — It may bo 
desirable to state a few facts as a com- 
mentary on the debate on Indian affairs 
in the Senate, which you have reportetl 
at length in yournewspaper. 

(I) Except in three' or four unim- 
portant places, no water was assigned 
to the Indians for irrigating purposes 
in the interior of tho country, though 
water is essential in agriculture. 

{'!.) The Indians known aa "Orogon 
Jack's" and "Cornwall's" — numbering 
39 men — had not a single acre of laud 
nor an inch of water allotted for their 
use. 

(3.) Tho Cook's Ferry Indians, 
numbering 51 men, had not more than 
15 acres of cultivable land for the 
whole people. 

(4.) The' next in ordor down tho 
wagson road, tho Nicoraen Indians, 
numbering 3-1 men, had not f) acres of 
cultivable land for the whole purpose, 
and no water was assigned. 

(5.) The 183 men of tho Lytton sub- 
group of Indiana had about 51-^ acres 
for each, that is to say, if water had 
beon provided for their u.se, which it 
was not. 

(6.) Tho 83 men of the Skuppah, 
Siska and Kanaka Indians, had not 
half an acre of cultivable land to each 
and no water. 

I liavo mentioned, in the above sev- 
eral groups of Indians whoso condition 
Mr. Cornwall might easily e.'camino, 
but similar facts lie in all direct- 
ions. Go up tho Fraser, and ic will bo 
found that the Canoe Creek Indians 
have not more than half an acre to 
each man; the Dog Creek and Al- 
kali Lake Indians, say, J of an acre 
to each man; the Williams Lake and 
Chilcotin Indians have no rnsctves 
at all. 

In tho face of those facts, and a hun- 
dred more of the same kind which I 
can state, and which are known to 
both Governments, I think an angry 
deiiate on matters of opinion is out of 
place. I agree with Mr. Cornsvall's 
general idea of an Indian policy; but 
lie must adn)it that, for some reason or 
other, such facts as the above show 
that the policy ho lauds has not pro- 
duced its natural nr expected effects.

THE REPLY TO THE SPEECH. 

Mr, Ferguson, the recently elected 
member for Cariboo, on rising to move 

the roply to tho speech from tho Throne 
said that ho had no intention of deliver- 
ing a speech himself, but would merely 
oiler a few remarks on each clause of the 
speech. Ho regretted that there had been 
such a serious loss in stock, but it afl"ord- 
cd him pleasure to obiiorve some signs of 
advancement and improvement in many 
sections of the Province. Whore pre- 
viously wilderness existed prolific crops 
of wheat, potatoes, etc., had been garner- 
ed. Although it was said that there was 
no paj'ing market for much of tho agri- 
cultural produce raised it was novortho- 
loss a fact that the farmers were getting 
richer year by year. la the .settlement 
of Chilliwhack alone it came to his know- 
ledge that 250 tons of flour had been pro- 
duced last year. Referring to Cariboo, 
.although thoi'o were no sub.stautiul signs 
of existing wealth just at present the 
district was well stocked with men full of 
health and energy, prepared to develop 
its hidden treasures. One thing he did 
not find in the address and he regretted 
it: — Ho observed that no allusion was 
made to tho namo of tho Almighty, and he 
thought it wise and only right that in the 
transaction of public business the bles:-;- 
in^ of God should always bo invoked. 
With regard to tho railway he regretted 
that in tho past tho union of the Pro- 
vince with tlio Dominion had only boon 
nominal instead of real and organic. 
Tho isolation of tlio Province from the 
rest of the Doniiniun rendered it impera- 
tive that tho Pacific and Atlantic shores 
should bo united by an iron road. Ho 
was glad, however, to' see at last that the 
Government at Ottawa intended to com- 
mence railway construction which would 
aH«ist very materially in developing tho 
resources of tho country. He hoped event- 
ually to see a coiifedoratioii, not only of 
tho Provinces of British North Ainorica, 
but a confederation of all tho English 
colonies. (.Vpplause). Referring to tho 
Island railway ho said that he regretted 
no means had boon providod for its con- 
struction. It was a very important work 
and Canada ought to f ullfil her contract 
with respect to it, Ho regarded the build- 
ing of the dry-dock at Eaquimalt as a 
vor^ essential work inasmuch as 
every facility should be aflbrdod ships of 
all nations to enter that harbor and re- 
ceive any repairs that might be necessary. 
Ho was glad to see that a new order of 
things was about to take place with refer- 
ence to tho Judges of the Supremo Oourt 
and that they would be called uptm to 
occupy tho districts assigned to them by 
actual rcsidonee tlierein. It was neces- 
sary that justice should bo speedy and it 
was unjust that a rnan should be kept in 
prison six or eight months waiting for a 
trial. Not only was such a thing unjust 
but the Province was put to a groat and 
unnecessary expense. Ho hoped that the 
judge to bo assigned to tho district of 
Cariboo would respect and conser.e tho 
rights of residents there. Ho noticed 
with pleasure that the funded debt of the 
Province h.ad been materially decreased 
With reference to a diaaolution of the 
House ho hoped that no such an event 
would occur at the present time, because 
a great waste of valuable time would 
necessarily ensue just when many im- 
portant works are about to be prosecuted. 
In conclusion ho would state that it was 
not his intention to give the Government 
a slaviah following, but a thoroughly in- 
dependent, intelligent support. 

Mr. Mcllmoylo in seconding the reply 
alluded at some length to tho importance 
of the agricultural interests of the 
Province and contended that tho lands 
hero woro just as fertile fts any under 
tho aun. Ho referred to the fact that 
tho country had had to contend with other 
luntries fostered by a heavy protective 
t irifT, but for all that tho agricultural in- 
terests hero had made satisfactory pro- 
gress. He regretted tliat so serious a loss 
had t.aken place in stock, especially at a 
time when the expectations of stock- 
raisers wero just about to bo realized by 
an extensive market. Ho was glad, how- 
over, to hear that tho losses wore not so 
severe as at first reported. Ho consider- 
ed tho condition of tho mines of 
tho Province highly satisfactory and 
quoted figures to domnnstrato the 
groat importance of the coal deposits of 
tho Island. Referring to tho railway ho 
pointed the necessity of actu.al construc- 
tion to render confederation something 
more substantiiil tlian mero theory. Ho 
alluded to tho disappointments of the 
past, but was glad to bo ablo to ob- 
serve a genuine efibrt on the part of tho 
present Dominion Government to carry 
out their bargain so far as the mainland 
was concerned. Ho noticed, however, 
with regret that tho "reasonable expect- 
ations" of British Columbia had nut been 
realized in a fuller manner. The con- 
struction of tho Island railway did not 
appear to have received attention in ac- 
cordance witli the promise of tho federal 
government, but ho know well that un- 
loBB Stops were at once t.aken to secure 
tho prosecution of this important work 
the people of British Columbia would 
feel very keenly disappointed. He then 
proceeded to review the policy of the present 
and past governments in connection with 
tho dry dock and thought tho present ad- 
ministration would be ablo to show, when 
they brought down the promised papers, 
that they wore justified in completing the 
work of the cofl'ordam in tho manner they 
had adopted. He considered that the 
country was to be congratulated on tho 
prospect of prosperity in tho very near 
future. (Applause. ) j 
Mr. Smithe congratulated tho hoir. i 
mover of tho Address upon his manly, I 
independent and moderate language, j 
All regretted tho removal by death of his | 
predecessor, Mr, Evans, but it was a 
source of pleasure to him that tho seat 
thus vacated had been so ably filled 
(hoar), and having said this much he 
would now say that it was the intention 
of tho Opposition to treat the document 
which by courtesy was called a speech, 
with silence (roars of laughter and cheers). 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni, who appeared tak- 
en by surprise at tho attitude of 
tho Oi)pohition, claimed that the Op- 
position was silenced (''Oh!") . Ho 
said ho had camo prepared to be ivnnihila- 
tedand being of dimiuutive^^statureihe had 
almost been disposed to procure a coat-of- 
armor. If tho Government hnd its fail- 
inj:» they could be reached without a re-

Tho Lato Captain "Wako. 

The death, by drowning, ot B. A. W'.ako 
ciptain. Royal Navy, occurred recently 
at Nanaim J, British Columbia.

The entire revenue for tho sis months 
eliding 31st Doceinber, 1879, w;v3 §180,- 
274.20, which includes tho Dominion Gov- 
ornmont subsidy of 8104,040.48. The 
total expenditure for tho same period was 
8183,601.97, leaving a delicit of only 
§3,427.77. 

It is interesting to observe how this re- 
sult was obtained. By cutting dowii the 
appropriations for roads, streets and 
bridges to a mere fraction of the amounts 
voted. For instance, Now Westminster 
district, with a population of 4,500, a vot- 
ing list of 757, and a revenue of about 
830,000, received only 8700.83. Cariboo 
district got only §1,893; and several other 
districts are similarly treated. Tho 
surveys cost only §56.
